NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 12th March, 1984 

S.O. No. 171(E).—^In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 82J of the Indian Railways 
Act, 1890 (9 of 1890), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Railway Accidents (Compensation) Rules, 
1950, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway 

Accidents (Compensation) (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1984. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come 
into force on tho 4th day of March, 
1983. 

2. (1) Para 2 of sub-rule (2) of rule 5, shall 

be deleted. 

(2) In sub-rule (2) of rule 6, for the words 
“rupees fifty thousand" the words “rupees 
one lakh” shall be substituted. 

(3) In sub-rule (3) of rule 6, after the word 
“consideration” for the words “all the” 
the words “medical evidence, besides 
other” shall be substituted. 

(4) In the second proviso to sub-rule (3) of 
rule 6, for the words “rupees ten thou¬ 
sand” the words “rupees twenty 
thousand”Tshall be substituted. 

(5) In rule 7, for the words “rupees fifty 
thousand” the words “rupees one lakh” 
shall be substituted. 
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(6) For llhe Schedule the faHowing ildiodule 
shall be substituted namely :—
